Prem ier Dane®, the Bulgarian pleni­ 
potentiary, refused to state whether 
the allies w ill demand the powers to 
consider an indemnity plea. 
A Vienna dispatch says that Aus­ 
tria is preparing to 
demobilize

Reservists. 
It is costing the empire 
$800,000 daily to m aintain them on a 
war footing. 
Demobilising Is Denied 
V IEN N A , Jan . 23.— Despite general 
reports to the contrary, it is author­ 
itatively stated here that Austria is 
not demobilizing her Reservists. She 
has seven hundred thousand 
troops 
under arms on the Russian and Ser­ 
vian frontiers. 
It is said the Reserv­ 
ists w ill not be dismissed until sp rite 
unless the entire Balkan question is 
indefinitely settled before then.

Yesterday’s action was the comple­ 
tion of an engineering feat

quired about thirteen years of almost 
constant labor. 
During that time En 
gineer H. ti. Burton has 
been 
st* 
tioned at the breakwater 
inspecting 
the construction 
and 
during 
that 
time three 
contracting 
firms 
have 
been employed in the work. 
The first rock was dumped in April, 
1899, by employes of the Heldmeier & 
Neu Company. 
The breakwater is 11,152 feet, 
or 
over two miles in length. 
Its aver­ 
age width at the bottom is 200 feet 
and at the top 20 feet. 
Stone to the 
amount of 2,591,132 tons was required 
for the construction of 
the 
entire 
work. 
This 
stone 
required 
91,000 
cars for its 
transportation. 
Many 
pieces weigh several tons. 
Engineer Burton is the only man 
who saw the beginning and comple­ 
tion of the work. 
He has represented 
the government during 
the 
entire 
time of construction.

TEMPORARY RELIEF BILL

Committee That Drew it up Gives School 
Deputy But $65 Instead of $75 as 
Was Recommended 


S. J. Jackm an, chairman of the Re­ 
publican County Central Committee, 
and a committee of attorneys, W . H. 
Thomas, E . E. Keech and S. M. Da­ 
vis, have mailed to Senator Anderson 
and Assemblyman W eisel a bill pro­ 
viding for a number of changes pro­ 
posed to be made in courthouse help 
to go into effect ninety days after 
the close of the legislature and be in 
effect until Jan . I, 1915. This commit­ 
tee is preparing a second bill that is 
proposed to become effective on Jan. 
I, 1915. 
It is not proposed that the radical 
changes advocated by 
the 
central 
committee shall go into effect until 
1915. 
The most radical changes pro­ 
posed are the consolidation 
of 
the 
tax collector's office with the treas­ 
urer’s office and the placing of the 
recorder on a flat salary with all his 
fees to go to the county. 
The bill providing for changes to 
last until Jan. I, 1915, was mailed to 
the legislators yesterday. 
Tomorrow

A naheim G azette:

protection d istrict 
comprising 
Ana­ 
heim, Fullerton, Garden Grove, Buena 
P ark and Placentia districts will be 
formed in the near future 
and 
the 
S anta A na river 
curbed 
from 
Its 
m eanderings in the section north of 
the Olive bridge now seems a m atter 
of little doubt. 
The m atter of form­ 
ing a protection 
district 
has 
been 
slum bering for many years, but was 
recently aw akened by the announce­ 
m ent by the Orange county board of 
supervisors th a t 
the 
contem plated 
135,000 concrete Olive bridge 
would 
not be touched until steps were tak­ 
en to insure th a t the Santa Ana fiver 
would have the same channel a year 
from today as it has at present. H ere­ 
tofore it has wandered about from 
one bed to another and it has been a 
difficult m a tter to build a bridge th at 
will rem ain where the river is.
